ror. process, pleadings or proceedings; and all 
writs and process may hereafter be returnable 
to the said courts to be bolder on the first Mon¬ 
day In March, in the same reanher as to the 
sessions of the circuit courts directed by law 
to be held at Nashville on the first Monday in 
September of each year; and the writs and oth¬ 
er process returnable to the said circuit court 
on the first Monday in September, may bear 
teste on the first Monday in March.

Dtdy on Sugar .—We last werk took a has¬ 
ty notice of this subject, in calling (be atten¬ 
tion of our readers to an able article from the 
New York Evening Post. Since tlicn wo have 
heard many opinions expressed for and against 
this duty, which, now that it is not wanted 
for the support of government, is considered a 
part of the great American System. The ar 
guments used in it* favour, appear to come 
with ill grace from farmers and other citizens 
of Maryland, and to us evince nothing short of 
a blind determination to adhere to a system, 
right or wrong, which political circumstances 
alone caused them to embrace. We are not 
so much surprised that the Southern sugar 
planter should contend for this duty, when we 
reflect that interest it one of the most power¬ 
ful springs of human action. He, who is 
making more money per annum on each hand 
he owns, than a common hand is worth in this 
State; more per annum on each of his slaves 
than our most ingenious mechanic can earn, 
may contend with some show of propriety for 
this protection. The sugar growing country 
in the South is admitted by all to be more va¬ 
luable than even our rich Prince George'* to¬ 
bacco land, or the Southern Sea Island cotton 
land,' and'alive* are hired at from #100 to 
|!100 per annum to w ork their field*. They 
ate daily buying our alave* and taking them 
from us, on account of the great profits which 
this business bolds out to those engaged in it; 
and yet we see among us those who are wil- 
, ling to tax themselves, and every one who uses 
sugar, 3 cents per lb to enable the planter*, 
not to support their sugar plantations, but to 
enable them to grow rich on the hard earnings 
of olben. When auch are the features of the 
tariff, we confess we are astonished to see 
men give it their support. Yet such is the 
fact: the proposed reduction it opposed by the 
friends of the Tariff on the general principles 
of protection, and by the opponents of the Ta¬ 
riff it is supported. Take ofT this duty, and 
what will Loutiann care for the American 
System, or for Mr. Clay? It becomes the 
people to look to this question; let them seo 
to whom and for wbat they are paying this 
lax of 3 cents on every pound of sugar they 
buy—and no longer heed the cant of thou 
who wish to continue this unnecessary yoke 
on our necks. We nre to piy, and do pay 
two cents a pound on sugar, that the wealthiest 
of our citizens may enjoy still greater e 
may ride on their rail-road* and sail on their 
canals. Such is the American System. 

In the House of Representatives of the U 
States, on the ISth ult. a very warm debate 
grew out of a proposition to strike out of the 
appropriation bill the provision made for the 
payment of the outfit and salary of our minis¬ 
ter to Russia.

Abolishment of Imprisonment for Debt. 

Tlie bill reported by 1 Mr. McElfrcsh, for 
this purpose,came up ns the order of the day 
in the house of Delegates, on Thursday last 
We found Mr. McElfrcsh, occupying the at¬ 
tention of the bonne, and a’ very crowded gal¬ 
lery upon this inleresfmg'topic—and regret 
that we were not present at the commence¬ 
ment of bis observations, und therefore- can¬ 
not, in justice attempt even the outlines of 
his eloquent speech upon the occasion. Suf¬ 
fice it to say that this antiquated relic of a bar¬ 
barous ago wu* pictured in deserved colors— 
the true medium was marked out, ot exacting 
the U*t farthing of property in.-compliance 
with obligations—disenthralling the honest 
but unfortunate debtor, without the odium and 
mollification of usuics. imprisonment, bjjt pun- 
istuug fraud as n crime—in short, sustaining 
our present system of laws relating tu insol¬ 
vency i:. i ll (heir provisions, except that of 
requiring the debtor to satisfy the court that 
ho was in actual confinement. 

Mr. McElIrcsli's arguments seomrd to be 
conclusive, us no objection* were made to any 
of them, and the bill passed without a dm 
situ. 'v 

Mr. Ely proposed to amend tbo bill by 
striking out the title and substituting ‘an act 
to amend the insolvent laws ul' this State,' a* 
its title - urging a* lus reason that the provi- 
ions of tlie hill did not actually abolish impri¬ 
sonment for debt. 

Mr. Me Elfresh opposed the » hange. Every ] 
possil'h inducement to Imprisonment ivns re- 
moved oy the bill, except in cases ol fraud, 
for which imprisonment was a proper puuish- 
ment.
